Lt.  Col.  ccuxndint,  2/30  zn.  T  I  was  taken  priocnor  at  Singapore  on  15 
Feb.  42.  j  During  the  fiohtin^  pfrior  to  the  surrender  I  did  not  seo  any 
Japanese  v.’or  crimes  or  atrocities. 

I  was  a  prisoner  at  ChraQol*  On  the  departure  of  IPj.  Gen. 
GAIXACHAIT  I  became  Commander  of  the  ...I,F.  Chan*ji  end  I  reiiainod  as  such 
until  the  Japanese  capitulation  in  1945*  Col.  Holmes  was  in  choree  of 
Hilayan  command,  uis  actual  posting  was  corxxndor  British  Australian 
Troops  r  play  a.  1  was  Deputy  Cor.iaundor  to  hir.  and  fer  the  last  18  months 
I  was  tjQMvA.  bocr.uso  of  his  incapacity. 

X  was  in  charge  cf  a  working  party  in  Sii*daPcr°  nothing 
untoward  happened  until  I  was  involved  in  tho  scluran^  mcident.f^On  31 
Aujust  42  pressure  was  brought  tc  bear  by  the  Japanese  on  us  to  su-pn  a 
non-oscapo  fern.  The  japanoso  issued  an  order  dated  3i  Au At  42  and 
i.unbered  7  which  roquirod  all  prisoners  of  war  to  sijn  a  nor.-oocape 
declaration.  On  that  day  thoy  paradod  Col.  Holmes  and  the  5  Divisional 
Ccrrxnders  v/ho  were  there ,  showed  tho  fora  to  Holmes  and  said  they  re¬ 
quired  us  all  to  si^n  it  that  day.  re  liud  no  knowledge  cf  what  they 
roro  AoiUo  to  ask.  :iolno3  refused  on  his  own  behalf  to  issue  the  order. 

It  was  then  passed  to  caoh  of  the  commanders  ir.  turn  and  wo  each 
refused  to  issue  on  order  to  si{.p  it.  Seme  discussion  took  place.  It 
was  pretty  obvious  we  were  join^  to  have  to  sipji  it.  re  tried  to 
roach  a  compromise.  Their  main  point  was  that  they  were  Ooinij  to  shoot 
anyone  who  attested  to  escape,  re  suid  wo  would  promise  not  to  attempt 
to  escape  understanding  that  tho  penult/  was  death ,  and  asked  taou  to 
put  that  on  their  printed  form,  which  would  be  against  the  Convention. 
They  rofused  to  do  that. 

;/ter  a  lot  of  talk,  lasting  2  hours,  they  refused  to  make  any 
amendment  1  They  said  the  form  was  drawn  up  in  Tokio  and  only  Tokio 
could  amend  it.  It  was  phrased,  «i  hero  bp  prorJ.se  *  or,  "I  prenise  upon 
iy  honour  not  to  attoi.pt  to  escape*.  I  took  the  objection  that  no  aoluiej 
has  power  to  promise  not  to  escape.  There  was  no  opportunity  of  escape j 
it  was  a  matter  of  principle,  it  is  a  soldiers  duty  to  oscapo,  and  tho 
Japanese,  having  si^jicd  the  convention,  had  no  ri^ht  to  ask  us  to  si^jn

been  pickod  up  ut  our  own  POT.’  Hospital  and  he  arrivod.  Throo  of  the  1+r 
including  Brervir.0ton  and  Galo,  were  in  pyjamas.  Brovinoton  could  not 
otond  without  tho  assistance  of  a  stick. 

**f ter  tho  4  soldiors  arrived,  a  truck  load  of  what  we  sailed 
tho  Indian  imtional  .rqy  troops  urrivod,  10  or  c  dozen  of  then,  with 
picks  and  shovels-  m  the  noantiro,  tho  4  soldiors  had  boon  taken 
near  tho  water's  ed^e  and  were  stan’in^  thoro  in  tho  sue  without  hats. 
Tho  Indian  troops  with  their  picks  erd  shovels  were  uokin<j  as  such  nois- 
with  thou  ns  thoy  could,  thinking  they  noro  there  for  a  picnic. 


Later  4  noro  Indian  soldiers  arrived  with  an  mdian  officer 
named  Lt.  panci  had  boon  a  viceroy  cosmis3ior.ed  officor  in  the 

Indian  j'xuj  . 

Okusaki  wont  to  a  lot  of  trcublo  placing  the  4  non  to  be 
cxeoutod  in  what  ho  consiuorcd  the  corroct  position,  moving  thou  from 
one  opot  to  another,  and  then  the  spectators  were  moved  around.  1 
gained  tho  ii.preacior.  this  wac  to  make  tho  job  harder  for  those  watohin 
Finally  tho  corroct  spot  was  selected,  tfioy  v/ero  placed  with  thoir  bac 
to  tho  oca.  Tho  4  Indians  who  v/oro  the  firing  party  dropped  to  tho 
kneeling  position,  Qkaoaki  went  to  the  4  coldiers  and  asked  than  did 
tl.oy  vant  to  be  blindfolded  and  they  refused  that.  They  allowed  the 
assistant  Chaplain  General,  rcv.  loyus  Bryan, and  radro  v.ntsor.,  ono 
Romr.  catholic  and  ono  4ncliocn,  both  British  radros,  to  talk  to  tho  4« 
They  ellowod  theu  about  2  r.inutos  ouch,  phare  v/eie  no  RC's  there  and 
rat  son  cane  back.  Lewis  rryan  said  r.  prayor  with  the  4  and  then  ho 
rojoined  the  spectators. 

Tho  order  was  then  uiver.  tc  the  Indian  fixino  party  to  load, 
juot  at  that  tine..  Lt.  Roux 1  nent  to  tho  4  uen.  lie  apparently  knew  Galt 
bofo"o,  bo^ause  ha  shook  hur.ds  with  Gale,  gubso.piently  ho  shook  hands 
with  rrovir-nton  and  them  with  tho  othor  2,  but  it  3eoned  obvious  to  us 
ho  wont  to  snake  hands  r?ith  Gale.  Jjj  cane  back,  ordered  the  jjo.  2  mdi 
of  the  firing  party  nho  was  opposite  Gale  to  relinquish  his  position, 
took  his  rifle  and  knoolod  down.  chasuki  ^avo  tho  order  to  fire  by 
handkerchief ,  The*  whole  4  were  knoolod  on  their  backs  with  the  first 
shot,  m  r.y  opinion,  r.ors  v/oro  kil.od,  ;;c  later  thought  that  possibly 
the  unn  on  the  riplit  who  v/ao  shot  tnrou^h  the  chest  ni^nt  havo  been. 

Tho  nan  fell  ir.  all  sorts  of  a’.titudos,  and  as  soon  ao  they  foil,  the 
firing  party  continued  to  firs  at  team  on  tho  ^cuad,  Taoy  firod 
possibly  3  cr  6  shots  when  provir<jton  sat  up.  ue  said.  *For  God's  sake

..port  fron  th6  conferences  with  tho  japs,  the  Ccixiundora  were 
in  .Tactically  continual  conference  during  the  whole  period.  Tho  hoaltl 
of  the  troope  In  tho  square  was  beccuin(,  an  lx^ortant  factor.  There  wui 
un  alaruln0  increase  in  the  number  of  dyaentory  and  diphtheria  cuces 
and  to  have  remained  in  the  circuustnncos  uuch  longer  would  have  meant 
the  loos  of  uost  of  tho  peoj.le  who  were  thoro,  ..bout  nldni^ht  wo  had 
a  conference  and  docided,  to  sufo  lifo,  it  would  be  better  if  we  a<jreed 
to  issue  tho  order.  i*  retired  for  tho  ni^ht  on  that  docioion. 

Early  tho  next  morning,  okano  cane  a^air.  to  boo  us.  it  was 
apparent  during  this  conference  that  tho  japanoso  were  very  worried  and 
inatoud  of  adhorin^  to  our  docioion  of  overnight,  wo  continued  to  ask 
then  to  atnnd  this  foru  or  t;ivo  a  fim  o rder.  no  wont  away  to  see  Gen. 
Fuyeke  and  later,  on  returning,  said  that  they  would  issue  an  order. 

They  aakod  for  the  return  of  their  ordor,  110.  7,  which  was  dated  31  ..u<j. 
It  cauo  back  later  with  another  order ,  which  didn't  say  that  re  wo re  to 
slcr.  of  our  own  volition  but  ordered  every  rO’.7  to  si*jn  this  fern,  ifcat 
was  also  dutod  31  AU£,  and  was  lumbered  7.  it  wus  pretty  clear  it 
\.as  a  trick,  but  at  that  sta^e,  ve  saw  no  point  in  raising  that. 

Col.  nolnes  injodintely  mdo  a  declaration  to  tho  effect  that 
,*fc  order  no,  7  dated  31  Aiq;,  had  been  withdrawn  and  substituted  by 
t.il8  further  order,  Ee  also  had  a  copy  of  tho  original  No,  7  order  nado 
and  had  that  attested  to,  * 

During  the  period  we  were  in  the  itarrack  square  no  rations 
w.uitever  were  allowed  to  be  supplied  to  the  p017  and*Fuyuko  had  Oivon  an 
order  that  no  rations  were  to  Oo  to  the  hospital.  At  first,  it  was 
decided  to  put  all  the  patients  in  the  hospital  into  tho  square,  we 
tuae  representations  about  that  and  he  subsequently  allowed  the  hospital 
to  reuaih,  but  he  issued  an  order  that  ;.o  food  was  to  to  the  hospital 
incoroorated  in  the  square.  The  hospital  ^ot  food  becuuse  of 
the  deiilerate  niounderstaudixv;  of  the  Japanese  ordor  by  Ccpt.  janes, 

0  t41e  pritish  zrqy ,  who  was  interpreter  at  Japanese  jj^'s.  j;e  wes  told 
ir.  Japanese  to  send  the  hospital  truck  back  to  Singapore  and  he  msunder- 
stooa  that  and  sent  then  to  the  hospital,  rjia  reward  for  that  fron  the 
japs  was  that  they  thought  about  executing  hit:,  but  nothing  happened. 

i.s  the  order  had  been  lssuod  with  the  Japanese  signature  on 
it  ordering  us  to  si^n  the  fora,  we  proceeded  to  order  the  various  forun- 
tions,  as  the  Australian  comander,  1  could  not,  in  the  circunstanoes, 
accept  col.  noises'  order  to  do  so,  and  I  issued  iy  o\m  ordor  that  all 
Australian  troops  would  si^  the  foru.  pefaro  doin,j  that  1  addressed 
f'"'  explained  the  whole  of  tho  negotiations,  and  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  aero  fact  of  nukin^,  the  jap  change  his  uind  over  tho 
issue  of  the  order,  was,  to  uo,  u  moral  victory. 
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They  then  allowed  ua  to  rescue  cur  norual  quarters,  but  the 
folic  win^;  day  took  array  quite  a  considerable  amount  of  the  accomodatio 
iyen  bo,  vo  could  not  complain  about  the  accommodation  us  it  was  quite 
adequate, 

Gen.  Fuyuke  himself  did  not  cone  into  the  negotiations  person* 
ally,  m  the  Japanese  .jrqy,  no  matter  whut  the  business  riitjht  be,  you 
never,  at  any  tine,  seo  a  jnpur.esc  Genoral,  orocr  ro,  7  '•as  signed  by 
Okasaki,  Japanese  staff  officer  for  FuyUko. 

I  don't  know  of  any  other  specific  atrocity  in  the  way  of 
executions  or  mass  ^unishnents  of  that  kind  in  which  I  was  perscnully 
ccncorncd,  but,  prior  to  uy  takirv.  oonoond,  the  Japanese  informed  us 
that  a  number  of  Australians  had  been  executed  for  attcqptini,  to  escape 
That  was  about  iprch  or  ..pril  1^2,  I  know  1  or  2  cf  the  man  shot  can* 
fren  18  pa.  They  informed  ..ustrclian  IIQ  that  these  men  had  been 
executed  and  £avo  their  names, 

T7C  were  able  to  savo  the  diphtheria  casos  caused  by  the 
Soloron<j  square  incident,  it  is  difficult  to  any  in  the  dysentery 
caoes  as  they  would  Oo  into  hospital,  and  whether  any  deaths  were 
caused  in  that  record  by  the  selnron<j  incident,  it  is  hard  to  say,  no 
one  actually  died  on  the  square.  ’To  wore  not  allowed  to  evucuato  anyon 
to  hospital  from  tho  square,  ro  were  forced  to  keep  oil  the  contagious 
cuses  there.  as  far  us  tho  .»,I,F.  was  concerned,  we  did  take  in  a 
medical  team.  re  had  u  hospital  of  sorts  tliore  to  trout  thou.  The 
Senior  j©  was  Col.  J.  Glyn  tfiito. 

Thu  food  issued  by  the  japonoso  In  Choncji  cur:q>  was  never 
sufficient,  it  coixiencod  to  decrease  from  the  middle  of  i*2,  and  it 
bocame  practically  a  starvation  diet,  without  tho  use  of  money 
obtained  by  cotuondeerinij  officers'  pay  and  a  snail  amount  from  the 
treope,  and  ^rewin^  cur  own  ve^etublos,  it  would  have  boon  impossible 
for  anybody  to  hnvo  lived  on  the  food,  m  ny  case,  i  was  1,5  stone, 
and  in  the  years,  1942-3-4 »  I  was  9  stone  2  lbs,  I  know  of  a  case  of 
a  mf;n  of  l6  steno  dropping;  to  4i  atone,  fl.at  was  practically  general, 
Everybody  would  be  at  least  one  third  under  woi^ht. 

Diseases  occurred  which  wore  attributed  by  the  Medical  jfficcr. 
to  malnutrition,  Ijtmy  c,ot  bori  bori,  Also  it  wa3  noccssaz*y  to  eat 
potato  tops  and  a  tjroen  weed  colled  ■byem",  pyeu  is  a  very  fibrous 
wood,  it  is  comparatively  pleasant  with  rice.  account  of  the 
fibre  in  it  it  caused  considerable  duncVje  to  the  intestines.  It 
caused  a  lot  of  stomach  trouble,  i  attribute  a  lot  of  the  duodonal 
ulcer  coses  that  v.e  dealt  with  to  the  diot,  ro  et  a  number  cf  cases  of 
pellojra,  which  is  malnutrition  in  an  extre.jo  fern,  m  the  end  we  had 
approximately  300  Australians  in  a  special  malnutrition  nard.  They 
were  the  men  who  had  lost  weight  badlyTA  The  fO  in  charge  of  that  ward 
was  injor  pruce  nunt  of  perth.  \:e  v/Sro  trying  very  hard  to  augment  the 
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food,  but  even  with  the  au^jjeutation  wo  did  arrange »  itxjor  jjir.t  told 
i-x  I  could  anticipate  a  very  ^eot  uuuber  of  then  dyinc  in  tho  next  4 
weeks*  ifcat  is  just  lzuedlstely  i  rior  to  the  japanose  capitulation. 

The  food,  plus  tho  living  conditions,  Urout. ht  on  o  considerabl 
amount  of  skin  trouble}  dermatitis,  soabios,  things  like  that*  The 
Japanese  provided  us  with  very  suall  quantities  of  dru^s,  m  the  yeari 
1942-3  wo  v,ot  2  lots,  one  in  each  year,  but  it  was  totally  inadequate* 
They  told  us  they  could  not  obtain  quinine  or  atobrin  thensolves  and 
that  they  could  not  obtain  certain  other  nodical  supplies*  Ihen  the 
capitulation  of  the  Japanese  ca.x,  we  discovered  in  sin«japore  o  factory 
making  the  very  ttin^  wo  had  been  crying  out  for  for  yours* 

I  think  they  could  have  supplied  us  with  nore  rico.  ;e  had 
sufficiont  rice  in  stock  tc  see  us  through  to  January  next  yo^-r  when 
they  capitulated,  on  their  soalo  of  lscue*  I  think  thoy  could  have 
issuod  us  with  noro  fish.  That  is  plentiful  about  the  place* 

Op  to  about  lurch  this  your  their  o\m  troops  were  far  bettor 
supplied  then  wo  were,  but  from  jwrch  this  ye^r  onwards,  they  were  on 
oxaotly  tho  sure  rations  us  wo  were,  but  the  japanose  soldier  hud  an 
opportunity  of  buying ,  which  was  not  available  to  us  oxcopt  through  a 
Japanese  cuntoon.  ijo  could  jo  into  Singapore  and  have  a  meal  of  fowl, 
if  he  had  tho  uonoy* 

Luck  of  protoin  was  our  noin  troublo,  wo  started  our  own 
gardens,  which  wore  subsequently  oxt ended,  with  their  permission,  to 
120  or  130  acres,  "0  laid  it  out  and  it  becuoo  a  very  bood  show, 

3orly  1943  or  late  194 2,  ono  of  tho  visiting  japanose  Gonoruls  saw  it 
and  thought  it  would  bo  ^ood  for  propaganda  and  thoy  took  it  ovor, 

JTou  then  an  they  controlled  tho  ^urdon,  although  we  were  still  the 
technical  advisers*  .vaonoSt  othor  things  we  had  planted  were  several 
thousand  paw  paw  troos.  just  as  tho  paw  pans  were  coning  ready  for  use 
tho  japanose  confiscated  then  all.  \:e  ex^lainou  we  were  only  <jrcwin«j 
paw  paws  for  hospital  putier.ts*  They  s~id  it  was  General  sito's  order 
tjiat  they  bo  supplied  to  the  Japanese.  \  Th6  lad  in  charge  of  the  garden 
was  a  Korean  whose  nano  I  forg  et*  7l«  opoke  very  ^ood  owlish,  :e  told 
him  the  number  of  really  seriously  ill  patients  we  had  in  hospital  and 
he  urron&od  to  jivo  us  paw  paws  for  thoso  patients,  ifce  rest  thoy  took 
and  distributed  auonoSt  the  Japanese  officora. 

Until  wo  moved  to  the  chant.i  Goal  area  the  accommodation  thoy 
supplied  us  was  amorally  reasonable,  but  at  tines  it  wuc  most 
unreasonable,  At  one  period  wo  had  over  10,000  who  remained  in  tho 
Chonai  aroa  and  we  were  most  cverorc\7dod,  At  one  sta^e  in  ry  own  unit 
we  had  a  ^arrack  block  which  normally  nccomuodatod  the  usual  Coy, 
Coixiandor  •  s  office  and  qj*  store  and  1£0  troops  and  wo  hud  99®  in  that 
block,  rith  the  movement  of  forces  from  early  April  1943  the  acccLnoda-. 
tion  was  there  in  space,  but  that  was  all.  Bi  u  house  occupiod  by  a 
Eritisl.  officer  and  his  family  v/o  would  havo  to  put  150,  very  closely 
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l  ucked  together,  ^aoh  nan  would  only  ^ot  18  Inches  of  s4.ace,  lut  he 
would  hove  space  to  lie  down,  nov/over,  the  ordinary  kitchen  In  the 
house  would  be  useless.  our  naln  trouble  was  the  oooking.  TLf.yflavo 
us  ncthlnt.ln  the  way  of  kitchen  gar.  ve  hud  to  scrounge  all  that 
ourselves  a.  The  japs  Issued  us  with  no  messing  gear  or  unything  to 
assist  us  in  cookie*  However*  v/o  had  officers  in  the  area  who  were 
’  ersuncntly  stationed  there  before  the  war  and  they  could  tell  us  where 
certain  things  were,  and  we  either  uot  Japanese  permission  to  get  them 
or  Just  took  them,  "lien  we  asked  for  teasing  car  kitchen  utensils  from 
the  Jape,  it  was  useless  unless  we  oould  say  we  knew  rshere  they  wore  in 
Singapore.  The  PO’T  organ!  sat  ions  would  lot  us  go  and  get  tho  stuff  Lut 
we  were  never  issuod  with  any. 

All  por  wore  ooncontrated  in  Chan^i  Gaol  and  an  area  outside 
tho  Gaol*  The  nuttber  in  the  Quel  was  5^00  end  it  wont  down  to  3°°0« 

The  G^ol  was  built  to  hold  6oO  personnel,  55°  Asiatics  and  50  Europeans 
That  move  took  place  in  jny  1944*  v'o  had  built  an  aerodrome  for  the 
japs  at  cLangi.  The  Air  Army  said  they  wanted  tho  whole  of  a  certain 
urea  without  any  ro77  and  tho  fOV  had  to  get  out,  ijid  there  boen  sevorc 
attacks  on  the  aerodrome  wo  night  have  lost  troops,  but  I  an  of  tho 
opinion  tliut  the  move  wus  only  Juat  another  instanoo  of  ■bloodiness  •, 

On  tho  crodit  side  of  that  move,  they  tovod  the  civilian 
intornees  out  of  the  Gaol  aid  ve  wero  quite  ha;py  over  the  rxivo  on 
account  of  that,  Thore  were  souo  3  to  4000  civilian  interneeo,  amongst 
whoa  were  over  1000  women,  ihooe  women  wore  incarcerated  in  one  portion 
of  tho  ouol  and  for  some  months  they  were  never  allowed  out  of  the  Gaol. 
Then  they  were  allowod  out  of  the  Gael  for  a  swim.  The  conditions  they 
lived  in  were  frightful,  ’To  were  quite  happy  about  that  move  because  it 
mount  they  were  moving  into  bettor  quarters  in  Singapore. 

For  2  years  the  jupaneoo  gave  ua  no  boots  or  anything  to  repair 
tho  boots  we  hud.  Then  thoy  decided  thoy  would  repair  boots  for  us. 

’.Te  a3lMd  that  they  not  attempt  to  repair  tLem  but  that  they  uive  us  tho 
leather.  They  did  that  for  a  period,  although  never  in  sufficient 
quantities,  iptor  they  docidcd,  they  would  got  the  boots  repaired  for  us 
To  do  that  they  had  some  natives  working  for  then  in  Singapore,  There 
•..as  sci.fi  propaganda  in  the  fact  that  these  people  were  repairing  P0'..’ 
boots.  For  a  period  they  corbelled  us  to  hand  the  boots  to  them  for 
repair,  ve  never  received  back  one  tenth  of  the  boots  sent  in  for 
repair,  so  we  decided  not  to  send  then  in  but  to  repair  them  ourselves 
with  rubber  from  tyres  or  u  locally  made  rubber.  '„e  repaired  the  boots 
with  those.  They  issued  a  few  Japanese  rubber  boots  but  there  would  not 
be  one  man  in  20  get  a  pair,  m  the  hears  half  of  1943  end  the  whole  of 
1944 1  9  out  of  10  of  the  men  going  to  work  would  be  wearing  wooden  clogs 
which  we  made  in  the  camp  ourselves,  "hen  the  capitulation  caa  they 
issued  sufficient  boots  for  1  pair  per  man,  but  not  in  the  right  sizes. 
They  were  all  Japanese  boots  of  small  sizes. 

r®  had  sufficient  olothing  given  us  on  16  ;4ug.  to  make  an  issue 
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of  ut  least  1  singlet  and  1  pa ir  of  jnpnr.eao-mdo  shorts  per  man,  but  in 
a)l  t«o  years  boforo  they  told  us  thoy  didn't  have  any, 

They  always  proj-ised  to  give  us  hato,  but  they  never  did  so, 

As  soon  as  the  show  wus  over  they  wore  ablo  to  iscuo  us  with  khaki  drill 
hats  from  our  ?v/n  stores  which  thoy  had  all  the  time,  but  had  not  Issued 
to  us.  Then  tho  war  was  over  tho  jays  in sued  boots,  shorts,  and  einglots 
and  Bono  Eritiah-xypo  hats. 

Tho  bluest  task  the  men  had  wae  tho  Job  described  by  the  Japs 
as  ground-levelling.  had  not  been  doing  It  very  long  bef  ore  it  took 
on  tho  appeurance  of  be  coning  an  acrodrote.  That  Job  .involved  two  to 
throe  miles  marching,  and  working  lor  nine  hours.  The  men  were  away 
normally  for  lo£  to  11  hours.  The  jupar.eso,  not  the  Korouna,  were  tho 
work  supervisors.  They  were  particularly  harsh  and  very  brutal.  ;.t  this 
stage  cenorol  .JlUDIln  '^s  in  charge, 

Representations  woro  made  to  hin  on  the  snoro  of  brutal  treat¬ 
ment,  long  hours,  and  hard  work,  brought  a  little  alleviation.  That,  I 
think,  v;as  tho  biggost  job,  becauuo  it  was  a  continuous  job  taking  a 
whole  yoar.  4kt  the  tine  tho  nan  had  no  boots  and  no  clothing,  r;e 
reached  the  stage  of  having  to  w.tthdrav  e/ory  pair  of  boots  from  any 
man  at  all  in  hospital  or  doing  any  indoor  Job,  there oy  permitting  men 
going  out  to  work  to  have  some  boots  -  come  of  them,  anyway.  From 
January  this  year  tho  number  of  partios  all  known  us  X-purtios  were  dis¬ 
tributed  all  over  Singapore,  and  tv/o  of  the  portion  at  johore  Bahru, 
cupital  of  johore,  vere  employed  in  dicing  Jap  defences)  and  in  eevoral 
camps  men  worked  as  long  as  14  hours  a  day,  I  cannot  give  you  any 
information  as  to  those  camps  -  1  am  only  quoting  irom  verbal  and  written 
reports  furnished  to  mo  later.  There  -.  us  another  party  which  went  away 
early  in  lurch  194 2  to  a  place  oallod  Blakang  kptl.  "hoy  were  under  tho 
coaaund  of  jjijor  cakey,  of  2/18  En«,  and  they  rcnuJned  there  until  the 
capitulation.  They  had  a  very  bad  line  for  the  first  year  or  18  months, 
but  again  1  cannot  quote  fron  my  ov/n  knowledge.  1  suggest  that  jjijor 
Oakoy  might  bo  able  to  ascist  you  there.  Tkoy  did  carrying  and  stacking 
of  bombs,  in  that  camp,  one  man  was  drowned.  i 
»  ^  J 

Captain  F.E.  Stahl,  from  Brisbane  (jrotubly  in  victoria  now} 
was  in  chargo  of  one  of  the  very  bad  canqjej  captain  T.alker  of  the  2oth 
Bu  vaa  in  charge  of  ti  e  worse  of  tho  tv/o  cunpa  at  johoro  aul.ru.  Captain 
Duffey  of  2/jC  Bn.  was  another  cf  cur  officers  at  that  camp.

I  sav;  jap  military  planes  using  the  aerodrome  when  it  was  built. 

There  were  no  visits  by  anyone  at  all  interested  in  our  welfare. 
There  v/ore  many  inspections  by  high-ranking  officers  but  never  anybody 
wo  wore  allowed  to  talk  to,  There  was  no  visit  by  any  representative 
of  tho  international  pod  Cross.  '.;e  c*»de  repeated  requests  but  nothing 
was  dono,  in  the  early  days  of  1942  our  own  Tied  Croas  reprosontativo 
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was  permitted  to  go  to  Singapore  to  talk  to  ip.  Schweitzer,  the  inter¬ 
national  ned  cros3  delegate,  to  airunge  advances  of  money  for  tho  purpose 
of  getting  drugs  and  medicines,  but  at  tho  end  of  1942  this  permi.  sion  was 
withdrawn.  iron  the  doy  we  vent  thorc  rcquoat3  v/ore  cade  for  tho  inter¬ 
national  ped  cross  delegate  to  visit  tho  coup,  i  continued  until  the  end 
with  this  request  but  it  was  never  canted,  i  have  3irce  talked  with  Mr. 
Schweitzer  and  ho  tells  me  that  ho  himself  was  under  surveillance,  and 
that  ho  hud  his  face  sluppod  on  u  number  of  occasions. 

Tho  Japanese  made  demands  of  oertuin  numbers  of  men  to  work. 

The  most  you  could  hope  for  by  representations  was  a  compromise  us  to 
tho  number,  it  frequently  necessitated  sending  out  fit  men  to  work  for 
the  jups  and  putting  the  less  fit  men  on  work  within  the  carp  itself. 

For  instunco,  the  japs  did  not  ever  regard  cooks  as  cither  necessary  or 
as  hard  workers,  and  for  a  Ions  time  for  the  first  threo  years  they  did 
not  recognise  cooking  as  work,  'list  we  did  was  tide  -  we  combed  out  the 
orderly  room  and  light  duty  personnel  and  put  them  on  to  nork.  Finally 
we  reached  the  stage  where  ovoryono  working  in  the  carp  itself  res 
ectuully  unfit  to  work,  und  a  proportion  of  ho  men  proceeding  to  work 
wore  to  a  minor  degree  unfit  for  that  work,  ait  we  would  rather  gt  our 
ciok  men  working  under  oursolvoa  and  put  tho  othcrc  out  to  work. 

Bocuuso  of  the  Japanese  order,  sick  men  were  working  inside  the  cimp. 

Tho  japs  actually  made  numerical  deemnds  for  labour  which  could 
not  be  filled  without  raking  sick  men  work  in  the  carp. 

in  roprosontingthis  to  tho  japs  I  always  said  that  there  were  no 
men  in  tho  cump  fit  to  work,  and  pointed  out  that  working  on  the  meagre 
rations  and  ur.dor  the  living  conditions  provided  was  an  offcnco  uguinst 
the  convention,  i  did  all  of  the  repreant^tions  in  those  ctnos.  I 
always  warned  the  japs  thut  when  the  war  was  over  v.»o  could  not  forgot 
it  all. 


e  maintained  that  nobody  was  fit  to  work, 

nolle  of  prisoners  and  casualties  were  supplied  to  tho  Jups 
within  tho  initial  six  weeks,  or  about  that  time..  They  were  supplied  to 
the  jape  once  tl trough  ty  own  cor. toad;  und  or.  another  occasion  captain 
Thomas,  who  had  bosn  their  interpreter,  uco  being  sent  to  itkio  and 
he  took  a  cot  of  separate  rolls  of  prisonerc  and  casualties,  I  have 
spoken  to  kirn  on  the  telephone  since,  and  ho  said  he  had  dolivorod  thou 
in  Tokio,  and  he  wondored  if  they  over  got  back  to  Australia.  From  tiiac 
to  time  tho  jups  wore  given  udvioo  as  to  our  cacualtics,  as  a  routine 
matter. 


During  the  whole  period  wo  were  permitted  to  send  four  postcards 
’•ith  23  word3  on.  The  last  one  wuo  either  June  tr  July  this  year,  u, 
addition,  Australian  prisoners  wore  all  owed  to  send  during  1943  one 
broudcuot  message  homo.  At  that  tine  I  had  10, 000  man  under  me,  and  tho 
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whole  10,000  messages  wore  demanded  at  or.o  and  the  sun©  tint .  The 
result  was  thut  although  the  japs  used  four  tooadcusting  etntiono,  people 
in  Australia  ruoeived  w.'xoloss  nocsogoa  from  their  next-of-kin  who  in 
one  instance  had  been  dead  nine  rrnthe  bofero  the  actual  oate  of  the 
broadcast  nessoge,  it  too):  tho  japs  about  10  ir..»nthu  to  oend  the  messages. 
Of  thooo  four  to  fivo  written  nessabcs  which  I  aont,  two  reuchud  ty  people 


I  personally  received  51  communications  from  ..ustrulia,  gen 0 
•./cro  better,  and  yot  u  r.uiuhcr  did  not  receive  any.  The  whole  jup  system 
of  receipt  md  despatch  of  moilc  was  an  impossible  ono,  vc  ’./ere  getting 
letters  for  non  who  acre  in  Kcroa  und  olsowhoro,  and  doubt losa  they 
were  getting  ouro.  ilrot  malls  f<.r  priaoncro.  British  and  i.uatralJan, 
<nji»  to  sirfiaporo,  and  we  requested  and  recoived  permission  to  sort  the 
sail  into  proper  bundlos.  Theao  wo  hurdod  to  the  japs  for  distribution. 


Te  bundled  it  for  Eur/aa,  Thailand,  japan  and  Burta.  e  put  0 
label  on  front  where  it  was  to  go  -  yet  v/o  still  got  seme  of  those 
bundles  back  in  1945*  Their  syotom  of  distribution  was  quite  hopeleoc,  \ 


For  the  first  seven  months,  tho  comvmd  of  the  prisoners  of  war 
on  Singapore  island  v/ao  under  Lieut.,  (later  Captain)  GFASAKC#  ..bout 
lato  July  or  early  August  the  first  General  waa  appointed  -  ho  vus 
I/p jor-Genorul  iukuyl,,  *  hen  pukuye  cunu  the  carp  cotxiunder  waa  firstly 
Okastlci,  There  vero  five  in  succession,  includii.g  Okusaki.  others  were 
T..ZUU,  TiJCJAvSTII,  and  KURA,  und  another  ono  whose  nun  1  forget.  The 
Major-General  issued  ordors  ulong  the  normal  military  channels  of 
conai'nication  but  very  froquontlj  the  General  staff  officer  would 
prooeod  to  por.'  IIJ  und  issue  ordors  alAo,  vhich  probably  tho  coup 
coriijt/nder  or  corx.andant  would  not  laior:  until  wc  told  him,  Fukuyo  was 
GCC  r.:a  in  jnlaya  and  gur^-tru.  :fo  was  succoedcd  by  Qonorcl  A3IMJTIA, 
followed  by  General  SA1T0. 


I  understand  that  their  chain  of  coumnd  wont  to  Tola, and  not 
through  the  norual  military  chain  of  couxind  so  far  as  things  concerning 
prisoners  of  wur  ’./ere  concerned .,  it  was  competent  for  a  combatant  Goneral 
to  demand  prisoner  cf  war  laboub  ai.d  it  wee  coipctent  for  tho  general 
coununding  p^a  to  reject  that,  it  was  corpoten  for  the  cenoral  contending 
TVs  to  lay  down  terna  of  work  and  hours,  I  knot;  that,  boenuse  on  one 
ocoasion  we  t/oro  representing  the  quest  Lon  of  brutalities  on  the  aero¬ 
drome.  The  then  carp  cou-andant  Tekuhaslii  tool:  the  nutter  up  with 
General  gaito  and  the  result  waa  that  an  order  was  issued  that  no 
prisoner  would  work  for  tho  jays  next  d-jy,  incidentally,  thut  stood 
until  1000  hours,  and  then  another  order  cuno  out  that  they  hud  to  start 
work.  Another  tine  when  a  complaint  was  nude  they  were  given  a  holiday 
next  day,  so  the  General  comundingidust  have  h~d  cone  control  ovor 
prisoners,  where  he  could  resist  tho  orders  of  the  combatant  General, 

There  was  a  GCC  Singapore  named  ITAG.il,  :iis  headquarters 
v/as  yaffles,  i:e  ccrjiiundcd  Singapore  end  portion  of  iplsyu  as  combatant 
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General.  :je  was  under  THbiUKI.  !$  Ma  responsible  for  the  operat  ional 
aide  of  Singapore,  and  ci.rriod  that  roeponaibility  over  U3.  ocnoral 
SaitOKOuld  d?al  direct  v/ith  Tohio.  I  do  not  know  SQito's  imaodiuto 
superior  in  iol:io, 

I  personally  know  Fukuye,  ..ramuru  and  saito. 

I  regard  Fukuye  ua  the  moat  inhuman  non  I  havo  ever  aeon  in 
cotxwnd  of  troop3,  jj-iwrei  I  do  not  think  hud  any  oin3  of  ccixdoeionj 
it  was  just  th^t  he  vas  un  old  nan  obviously  brought  buck  from  tl.o 
reserve  and  took  his  job  vory  lightly.  saito  -  there  are  no  instances 
of  brutality  by  suito  hinoelf.  lie  in  uy  opinion  was  the  beat  ot  the 
threo*  '.ben  our  representations  did  get  to  him,  actually  through:  his 
own  staff,  he  would  always  either  act  or  send  back  and  any  tliat  he  was 
not  going  to  do  ic  or  eould  not  do  it. 

Fukuye  never  sow  priuoners  in  thoir  own  quarters.  I  do  not 
remember  him  over  boir.g  on  his  feet,  in  the  cump, 

IS inurn  frequently  rode  round  the  oonpi  in  u  car;  he  spoko 
XUi4ish  very  well  and  on  a  number  of  occasions  talked  to  prisoners. 

gaito  wqo  round  the  comp  at  least  throe  tines  a  week, 

I  regard  then*  in  that  order  as  orininula  -  Fukuyot  1 rinuru, 

Saito. 

rpho  five  coup  commandants  v/cro  currying  out  orders.  In  no 
instance  except  that  of  Takuhashi  did  I  know  of  any  of  tho  cimp 
camandors  attesting  to  punish  priocnors  of  wcr.  The  other  four  would 
always  go  and  rattle  thoir  swords  and  say,  ro'U  leave  it  to  you*, 
m  Tubahashi's  case,  he  punished  then  hinaolf. 

’ e  have  ousos  where  Takuhashi  handcuffed  u  couple  of  ..ustraliun. 
and  as  far  as  he  wa3  concomod  they  etayod  like  that  fer  a  week.  But 
we  had  a  skeleton  key  to  the  handcuffs  and  took  them  off  at  ni&t.  I.e 
himself  would  not  take  them  off  or  give  porm lesion  to  let  then  oe 
talon  off.  lie  sonetimt3  sav;  what  he  considered  was  on  offence  and  would 
clap  a  man  into  gaol.  or.  another  occaoion  ho  handcuffed  a  British  chap 
to  the  iron  gill  of  Ills  cell.  The  handcuffs  were  on  like  that  for  duys. 
Ho  wus  the  only  camp  cor.t.  ndor  who  over  awarded  punishments  himself  - 
the  others,  well,  r.or.e  of  then  wore  really  difficult  to  get  on  wit**. 

They  were  dcing  thoir  job  and  they  had  their  orders,  on  the  question 
of  numbers  cf  nun  required  for  work,  T^zumi  gave  uo  a  very  reasonable 
hearing,  onco  I  discussed  the  mutter  of  physical  fitnc33;  he  pulled 
out  of  his  drawer  a  graph  showing  the  situation  as  1  had  it;  ho  was 
ill  Q  position  to  discuss  it.  :;o  would  always  compromise ,  The  only 
one  that  I  regard  as  a  nasty  type  was  Takuhashi  -  yet  you  will  fine 
that  west  prisoners  will  s;.y  he  was  a  good  an.  They  did  not  know  him. 

::e  puid  me  the  compliment  of  soylng  onco  that  he  would  not  dcul  with 
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r^e  ary  longer  -  thut  1  -./as  far  too  arrogant.  Tie  introduced  u  colonel 
named  jxwey,  an  Englishman,  Against  orders  I'ov/ey  accopted  tho  job  of 
representative  officer  -  for  which  he  hno  been  pieced  under  arrest  and 
will  bo  ccurt-aurtial.led  at  rioioe.  Tukuhushi  introduced  yovey,  Tl.o 
result  wus  that  although  I'ev/ey  was  bud,  tho  troops  did  not  roulioe  that 
juk  hushi  was  behind  that  move,  end  thut  it  wus  not  done  for  the  benefit 
of  tho  prisoners  of  war,  of  the  camp  commanders,  the  only  one  1  regard 
as  indictable  is  Tok-ahflefci. 

The  average  jt-p  soldier  that  wo  sun  in  the  central  udministratioi 
P’.3  were  not  tho  people  who  ccixJLtted  tho  offences.  They  W6re  the  japs 
out  v;ith  the  v/ork  parties  who  were  brutal.  Of  course,  you  got 

the  odd  bashing  or  two  within  the  camp,  But  they  wore  casco  where  you 
could  actually  nail  the  jap  responsible  and  v/ithin  a  couple  of  minutes 
you  could  protest,  pinning  hin.  Centrally  speaking,  the  canp  commanders 
loacted  very  favourably  to  this  question  of  hitting  prisoners, 

SPit>  guards  have  had  a  few  hits  at  to  but  probably  I  think  us 
face-savers,  1  personally  at  one  stage  had  40, COG  men  that  saved  me 
fron  hitting.  They  once  boat  up  qy  interpreter  for  suying  just  whut  1 
said  -  ho  wus  a  chap  named  pavoy,  a  British  an.  That  also  was  face¬ 
saving  on  their  part,  it  was,  they  felt,  safer  to  hit  him,  und  not  me. 

’/hen  wo  got  orders  for  y  yorco  to  move,  the  natter  was  the 
subject  of  u  conference  with  the  jap  commander,  at  that  timo,  1  believe, 
Tuzuui.  1  asked  whore  theso  non  were  going  to  work.  1  do  not  think 
he  answered  that  day,  jto,  he  did  not,  Jle  eaid  ho  could  not  answer  that 
question,  subsequently  _  next  day  -  he  said  they  were  not  going  to  work, 
Then  on  tho  question  of  the  type  of  werk  and  the  umbers  required,  we 
were  told  thut  the  men  were  going  away  to  new  camps,  to  a  plt.ee  whore 
food  was  much  better,  ur.d  the  ixm  would  not  have  to  work.  Tuzuni  told 
no  this.  Then  the  number  of  fit  men  was  not  enough.  The  natter  was 
referred  to  tho  camp  contender,  who  said  v;e  coula  include  .-30  per  cent 
of  sick.  That  raised  the  doubt  as  to  what  the  men  wore  going  to  do. 

Again  tozuj.J.  was  asked  about  it,  ;:c  said  they  woro  not  going  to  work? 
that  they  would  have  a  canteen  and  that  we  could  send  up  our  doctors 
and  huve  our  ox  hospital,  ::e  said,  "it  will  be  e  car^  just  like  this, 
except  that  :ou  will  not  be  in  this  type  of  buildii^but  in  country  whore 
tho  climate  is  better  ana  the  food  plentiful, ■ 

Court  Teraucl.i  inspected  us  twice.  Once  some  jap  royalty  cane, 
but  v/o  were  not  permitted  to  look,  to  jo  once  was  in  sirwtyorc  but 
nover  cane  out  to  oco  the  prisoners. 

As  for  as  wo  wore  concerned,  these  inspections  were  not 
inspections  c f  us  or  our  quarters,  '~e  called  thorn  ivjlort  parades',
